The State of Alaska shares the National Marine Fisheries Service's concerns for the 
conservation of the beluga population in Cook Inlet. However, the State is going to 
closely review all the scientific information in the proposal to be sure it meets the 
requirements for listing under the Endangered Species Act. Additionally, the State will 
study whether existing federal law, such as the Marine Mammals Protection Act, provides 
sufficient protection. 



Federal law allows harvest by Alaska natives only. An agreement to restrict harvest in 
Cook Inlet was implemented in 1999, but the Cook Inlet belugas have not recovered. No one 
in the scientific community has been able to identify what is impeding the growth of this 
population.

Denby- Thanks for the opportunity to comment History on the Boards T-II actions:. Two years ago the 
Board of Game appointed a committee to review the Nelchina T-II hunt We had received many 
complaints from all users that the system was broke and they wanted change. The committee consisted 
of three Board members, and Reps, of various groups including Ahtna, AOC, Tanana Chiefs, Subsistence 
Div. , The Mat Valley Advisory Committee and Department staff. Three members of the committe, 
myself, Ron Somerville and Rod Arno traveled to the area and met with the Glenallen AC, Slana AC, 
Paxon Ac, Cantwell Ac. and members of the Delta AC. At that time we were trying to get comments 
concerning a concept that the Committee had put together which included separating subsistence hunting 
areas from "recreational" hunting areas, establishing methods and means for subsistence that more 
closely related to subsistence hunting. We held a special meeting in Anchorage. The proposal was not 
at all well received by Ahtna. We went back up to Copper Center and met with Ahtna. No agreement 
was reached. There final comment was -Yes the system is broken but nothing else works better- so 
leave it as it is. Last year the Board adopted some salvage requirements and vehicle limitations that we 
felt more closely reflected what subsistence hunters described as their way of hunting. We had a lot of 
testimony from Ahtna folks that subsistence users salvaged internal organs, head and skin and that they 
did not use big vehicles to hunt. This spring we added the Income criteria. Our goal has been to 
establish a subsistence hunt that more closely replicates what the users and the statutes define as 
subsistence use. 5AAC. 99.010. concerning subsistence uses establishes what we refer to as the "eight 
criteria": 1. a long term consistence use, 2. a pattern of taking or use recurring in specific seasons each 
year, 3. methods and means of harvest characterized by efficiency and economy of effort and cost, 4. 
long term and consistent pattern of taking, use and reliance, 5. traditional means of handling and 
preparing 6 handing down knowledge of hunting skills, 7. sharing of harvest, 8. reliance for subsistence 
purposes upon a wide diversity of resources that provide substantial economic, cultural, social and 
nutritional elements of the subsistence way of life. When there is not sufficient resources (in this case 
caribou) to satisfy demand the board must first eliminate nonsubsitence, consumption uses. If further 
reduction is necessary the Board must distinguish among subsistence users based upon: 1 . Customary 
and direct dependence, 2. proximity of users domicile to the game population and 3. the ability of the ■ 
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user to obtain food if use of the population is eliminated, 

As you can plainly see nothing here is simple. In trying to better define "subsistence use" The income criteria 
goes to the economy of effort provisions and the ability to obtain other food. Discussion at the Board hearing 
when the income criteria was adopted included "Taking a 100,000.00 dollar motor home and three or four four 
wheelers up to the Denali Hwy. to kill one caribou does not fit the economy of effort criteria- nor does flying in with 
a 185" . " Folks with this income level can drive to one of the big grocery stores to shop." I think the Board is 
making difficult, hard decisions; especially in light of the laws we are guided by. What might happen here is this 
cnteria may reduce the number of qualified subsistence users to below the number of harvestable caribou. This 
would allow the state to reduce the amount necessary for subsistence and we v/ould be able to have a drawing 
hunt for the balance of the caribou where all Alaskans could participate equally. 

Concerning AC input and advice, I think if you look at the record you will see that the Board listens very carefully 
to AC input and follow it when we can. Some times the AC recommendations are contrary to the Departments 
biologically based recommendations or just not appropriate to the situation. Where we can adopt their 
recommendations we do. An example is the Unit 16B predator control program. This was an AC proposal 
which the Board adopted. At the last Southcentral meeting an AC recommended that we reduce the length Unit 
16A moose season. We adopted the proposed reduction. I am sure there are many more, IknowtheACs 
become upset when we do not follow their recommendation; but some times the recommendation is just not In the 
best interest of the wildlife when you are looking at the population from a more global view point

The House Senate Conference Committee Report includes a one year reauthorization of the 
Secure Rural Schools and Communities Act. That is good news! The bad news is that the 
Senate (five year reauthorization) version was not accepted by the Conference Committee. The 
other bad news is that the President is expected to veto this bill. 

A New Emergency Supplemental is in the Planning Stages - Better News! 

Because of this, we will likely get a second bite at the apple. We believe based on our

It 
happens only when I get funding to give a workshop for a few more villages. And 
post workshop support, online support is only what I have been able to do. (I have 
a blog for my participants and a group made website!) 

As James A. of Scammon Bay once told me, "Don't walk the tundra alone". That 
could be a DCCED mottol It is so Alaskan. So the work is stuck. Rumor has it there 
may be funding for another T3X3 (Train The Trainer in e-commerce sales) 
workshop series. While that is good news, it is not a movement. And Alaska has 
that capacity. Alaskans have that capacity, if they are given the thinking and tech 
and business skills. This is not about putting up buildings or installing computers. 
It is about people building, where everything else will start. We can' be competitive 
in a world market like India, Ireland and China. Why not? 

This is me. That's all there is. And 50+ villages that I have either visited and taught 
or that have come to my group workshops (more people, better diversity, peer 
group, long term support) . Let's work to make this really blooml Let's move from 
the model of building things to empowering people. I have some practical action 
items for this. The State has the scope. You have the vision and concern. 

Give me 30 minutes to present to you and I will be done in 20, and then listen. I 
am passionate about this. That is what rural Alaska needs now.

I am writing in regards to the current contract negotiations between the 
state and your GGU employees. I understand the necessity to be responsible 
to the citizens of Alaska and attempt to keep the costs of running 
government as low as possible. Even so, the state budget should not be 
balanced on the back's of your GGU workforce. For too long state employees 
have been moving backwards financially due to high rises in cost of living 
and consistently little or no cost of living increases. 

The wages offered for positions with the State of Alaska are generally not 
competitive with private and federal employers. By not offering livable 
wages that help us keep up with our living expenses the state will suffer. 
You will loose current employees to better paying jobs and you will never 
recruit the quality employees you want working for the state . The only 
incentive current employees have to stick with the state is possibly the 
retirement if they are tier I, II or III. ' As you know much of the states 
workforce is ready for retirement. What will you do to fill those positions 
when the pay is low and the pensions are gone? 
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I am a seven year employee with the State of Alaska's Division of Public 
Assistance. I have held the same position for those seven years and 
although my salary has increased, due to merit increases, I have steadily 
gone backwards in my ability to pay my bills due to very small cost of 
living- increases. The cost of living offered by previous administrations 
did not come close to keeping up with the actual rise in cost of living and 
inflation. My merit increases are now very slow as I'm in longevity and 
will not get raises every year, which means I will fall even further behind. 

My office has several open positions that we cannot find qualified 
applicants to fill. I too ara now looking at the possibility of moving to 
federal employment as the pay is substantially higher to perform the same 
job duties. If current negotiations do not yield a substantial increase in 
wages, looking for new employment will become a necessary reality in order 
to support my family. Ky back is against the wall Governor Palin, please 
choose to do right by your employees.

Governor: 

Sorry it took me so long to get this response back to you. I needed 
to talk with the contracting officers and review the Invitation to 
Bid in addition to the correspondence surrounding this contract. 
Royal Business Systems (RBS) bid on a statewide copier contract 
(issued September 15, 2006 - Prebid conference was Oct. 6, 2006, and 
bids had to be submitted by Dec. 20, 2006) . 

RBS has done work on some State copiers in the Valley prior to this 
bid, but as I understand it, they were seeking to increase their 
business through successful bidding on this contract. 

Here is a brief summary of our award of copier contracts in the Mat- 
Su Valley: 

• On January 16, 2007, we issued a Notice of Intent for the 
statewide copier contract. Royal Business Systems was named as 
having six copiers in the Mat~Su Valley that were susceptible for 
award. However, their bid did not include the required evidence 
that their local service technician had manufacturer authorization 
or certification to service their copiers. 

• On January 26, 2007, Valley Business Machines protested Royal's 
service technician qualifications. After multiple requests, Royal 
provided enough supplemental information that we initially 
determined their service technician met the ITB requirements and 
denied Valley's protest. 

• On March 12, 2007, Valley submitted an appeal which continued to 
challenge the qualifications of Royal's service technician. 

• On March 13, 2007, we requested that Royal have their 
manufacturers each provide a letter or email that clearly certified 
that their service technician is trained and authorized to provide 
service and maintenance on machines in the Mat-Su valley. They were 
given until March 20, 2007 to provide the evidence. 

• On March 21, 2007, after not receiving any additional information 
from Royal, we determined them non-responsive for the Mat-Su 
Valley. 

• On March 27, 2007, Royal protested our non-responsive 
determination and argued that we should not have required more 
information but provided no additional evidence. 

• On March 29, 2007, we denied their protest- Royal did not appeal 
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and we are proceeding to award. Valley Business Machines did provide 
the certifications of its technicians. 

This situation revealed to the State Procurement Officer that the 
State needs to be more vigilant in ensuring that technicians for 
these contracts are certified to work on the machines bid. The State 
erred in its initial qualification of RBS, and had an opportunity to 
revisit that only because of the complaint by Valley Business 
Machines. The State is bound to respond when someone protests a 
bid. As you can imagine, sometimes the complaint is valid and 
sometimes not. In this case, it's hard to understand why RBS did not 
timely respond with its service technician's credentials, when the 
contract was on the line- Because it did not, it will be out of game 
on this contract. The contract has one-year extensions, and there 
will be another opportunity for RBS to correct the problems that it 
encountered on this contract. We are also committed to make the next 
contract simpler to respond to. 

Governor, I want to be sure you're also aware of this background, 
although it doesn't bear on whether RBS ' technicians are certified or 
not ;

discussion with the Attorney General's office he was advised on April 
23, 2007 that, "The state considers altering an email message a 
serious matter that cannot be overlooked. As a result, we are 
suspending your contract though August 31, 2006, and requiring you to 
assign another individual to administer the contract and represent 
RBS (Royal Business Systems) in all dealings with State of Alaska 
personnel regarding copier sales and maintenance agreements and the 
Division of General Services. This condition would also apply to the 
upcoming solicitation that will result in new statewide copier 
contracts" . 

I hope this helps you evaluate the criticism that the State acted to 
"favor"' someone else in this invitation to bid- It is my opinion in 
the face of all of the evidence I have seen, that that assertion is 
not true,
